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NATIONAL CHILDREN'S BOOK WEEK ATTAINS 40th BIRTHDAY

At the approach of Book Week, we are suddenly aware that this year, 
November 2-8, marks the 40th anniversary of National Children's Book Week. 
Let us consider its increasing effect upon children and books and our re- 
sponsibility as librarians working with children. 


Certainly Franklin K. Mathiews, chief librarian for the Boy Scouts 
of America, who first launched a campaign for better books for boys back 
in 1915, could hardly have foretold the direction his original idea would 
take. When, as new secretary of the American Booksellers Association and 
coeditor of Publishers’ Weekly, Frederic G. Melcher organized the first 
National Children's Book Week, he could scarcely have dared hope this new 
project would produce the far-reaching changes that have taken place in 
the field of children's books. The observance of Book Week gathered such 
momentum from the enthusiastic support of libraries, schools, booksellers 
and publishers that by 1945 the Children's Book Council was established 
as National Book Week Headquarters. 


In looking back to the beginnings of Book Week, it becomes apparent 
there was an immense vacuum waiting to be filled. That vacuum was created 
by the unsatisfied (sometimes unconscious) desire of many children for 
good books. With the truly zealous backing of Mr. Melcher, outstanding 
children's librarians and booksellers, Children's Book Week has become 
something very special to be celebrated even in the smallest schools and 
the most remote public libraries in the country. 


Now, in this year of 1958, a tremendous 
amount of fine children's books are being pub- 
lished, fine in format, illustration, writing. 
Book Week is being observed with at least as 
much enthusiasm as ever before. Has not that 
vacuum yet been filled? The books are now 
available for filling it. The publishers, now 
numbering 65 children's book editors in their 
midst, are alert to the child's every poten- 
tial desire in the printed word, accompanied 
by illustrations often of high quality, from

The bulk of the new children's books are pub- 

lished well in advance of Book Week so that wae 
even the most minute budget may have two or apie he 
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three new titles on the children's shelf. The Book Week posters, Explore 
with Books this year, are stretched across the nation—for one week. Skits 
and plays depicting famous characters in books are enacted in classroom 
and school assembly programs. Contests and book fairs are held, visiting 
authors entertained in both school and public library. Each year in No- 
vember, children whose numbers we shall never know are inspired for the 
first time to explore with books—the boy who travels by school bus in the 
Arkansas country discovers Kjelgaard's Outlaw Red has for its background 
the same woods he knows so well, the girl to whom books heretofore meant 
school books exclusively is introduced to Miriam of Spear's Calico captive 
by a children's librarian at a required school assembly, her curiosity for 
the world of books piqued for the first time. This is the real reason that 
vacuum is never filled. 


We have a bewildering variety of wonderful books available to us for 
selection and purchase plus the ever-present throngs of children whom we 
may easily take for granted. What are we as librarians doing with this 
fascinating combination? National Children's Book Week is of seven days 
duration but it should be a symbol and forceful incentive for every day 
of the year. All librarians working with children have within their scope 
the opportunity to bring books and children together. The instinct to ex- 
plore inside the covers of a book needs only to be awakened in each child. 
It is our obligation to do this. The books which we select for the chil- 
dren of our communities need to be read by us so that they may be shared 
with the very next child who comes through the library door. We not only 
can do this but it is our fortunate responsibility.

Changes in Traveling Libraries: In accordance with long-range plans, high- 
lighted by the recent report of the Commissioner's Committee on Public 
Library Service, fundamental changes are being made in the function of the 
Traveling Libraries Section. 

The ultimate goal has been set as public library service throughout the 
State supported by larger units of service or regional systems. When these 
pools of books are available to small local libraries, the need for state 
. service is diminished. In some instances, the availability of state ser- 

vice may serve as a palliative and delay organization of systems. 
In the words of the Commissioner's report: "This implies a discontinu- 
, ance by the State of the lending in quantity of popular and readily avail- 
able books to schools and public libraries"...and..."moving toward the 
° valuable and distinctive function of providing by loan some of the unusual, 
expensive and seldom-used but valuable materials that local systems cannot 
supply by themselves or which would be uneconomical for them to stock. Ex- 

, amples are: clear-type books for the visually handicapped which are now 

sent out in quantity to any library on request of the Bureau of Handicapped 

Children, and small collections in the less frequently called for foreign 

languages, which are sent on loan to libraries where the presence of a new 

foreign language group (such as the Hungarians a year ago) creates an acute 
demand. Another type of special service, similar to the direct service 

to the blind now maintained in the Division, is the building and mainten- 

ance of a rotating collection of educational films, for loan to libraries 

throughout the State." 

Thus, in accordance with and in furtherance of this development of sys- 
tems, Traveling Libraries Section is ceasing to render the type of service 
that can be expected to be available locally. 

Service to school libraries likewise has been stopped, on the assumption 
that the large increases in State aid to schools and the improvement of 
local public library service will fill the need. 

Dropping some of these services has permitted the redeployment of the 
staff to other areas, to concentrate on remaining functions or to develop 
the newer ones. 

; Two new collections have been added which are available under the Fed- 
eral Aid Program to rural public libraries. These are educational films 
and long playing recordings for literature and foreign language study. 
Also available are rotating collections in science materials and children's 

. books, under the Federal Aid Program, to groups of rural libraries which 
will make provision for the housing and exchange of these materials locally. 
A new service recently added to Traveling Libraries under the Federal 
° Aid Program, is the demonstration bookmobile. This machine will be oper- 
‘ ated and supplied by Traveling Libraries for the next year while it is 
assigned to work in the Southern Adirondack Library System. 

Also assigned to Traveling Libraries is the responsibility for handling 

the hundred dollar reference grants of books to small libraries and book 
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aid to the central libraries of systems. 


Accordingly the Regulations of the Commissioner governing libraries 
have been amended to read as follows. 


Regulations of Commissioner of Education 


Section 106 Traveling Libraries 

1 Definition. Traveling Libraries are collections of books and re- 
lated materials lent by the Traveling Libraries Section of the State Li- 
brary to local libraries to supplement local service in special subjects 
or types of material, and in emergency situations. 

2 Cost. The borrowing institution or individual is required to pay 
transportation charges on all outgoing shipments where the charge amounts 
to one dollar or more. Return shipments must be prepaid. 

3 Types of borrowers. 

a Registered public and free association libraries, to supplement 
their own collections and to meet seasonal and other temporary demands 

b School and college libraries, for supplementary material only, 
such as foreign language, large-type or sight-saving books for visually 
handicapped children 

c¢ Study clubs, similar local groups, and individuals, are expected 
to use local public library service. Requests for special material not 
available locally should be transmitted through the local library. 

d Libraries in state-operated institutions under the departments 
of Correction, Health, Mental Hygiene, and Social Welfare 


New Library Systems: Early in August, the Division of Library Extension 
of the State Education Department announced the formation of two new co- 
operative library systems under the provisions of Education Law enacted 
in April, 1958. These new library systems will receive annual funds from 
the State Education Department, through the Library Extension Division, 
based on the area and population served along with one-time establishment 
grants. 

The following libraries participated in the establishment of the Finger 
Lakes Library System in Ithaca on July 31: In Cayuga County, Powers Li- 
brary Association of Moravia; Hazard Library of Poplar Ridge; Springport 
Free Library of Union Springs; and Weedsport Free Library. In Cortland 
County, Peck Memorial Library of Marathon. In Seneca County, Lodi Whittier 
Library; and Waterloo Library and Historical Society. In Tioga County, 
Berkshire Free Library; Candor Free Library; George P. & Susan Platt Cady 
Library of Nichols; Coburn Free Library of Owego; Spencer Library; and 
Waverly Free Library. In Tompkins County, Groton Public Library; Cornell 
Library Association of Ithaca; Newfield Public Library; and Ulysses Phil- 
omathic Library of Trumansburg. The Board of Regents granted a provisional 
charter to the Finger Lakes Library System on August 29, 1958. 

Elected as trustees of the Finger Lakes Library System were: Winston 
Ives, Candor; Gerald Barry, Groton; Claude Doxtator, Waterloo; Rev. Willard 
Cook, Marathon; Duncan MacIntyre, Trumansburg; Mrs. Claud Parsons, Moravia;

Ithaca; Dorothy DeLany, Ithaca; and Mrs. Lloyd Getman, Union Springs.

” The boards of trustees of these library systems will draft plans of 
service to the participating libraries and will then apply for State aid 
for the financing of these services. It is anticipated that each system's 
plan will include such benefits for member libraries as inter-library loan 
and delivery service, rotating collections of books, field advisory service 
and centralized cataloging and processing. 

These cooperative library systems are federations of autonomous librar- 
ies. Each participating member library continues to operate under its own 
. board of trustees with local funds. The library system is a service or- 
ganization for the member libraries, designed to strengthen their local 
programs and book resources.

This fee will be 
payable when the applicant has met all the requirements.

State Library Exhibits: The September display is in honor of the State 

of Israel's 10th anniversary. It includes a reproduction of the issue of 
the Palestine Post published in Jerusalem proclaiming the new State, ex- 
amples of Israeli arts and crafts, selected Israeli publications in science 
and technology, Israeli stamps issued during the period, as well as book 
and picture material. Some of the items were lent to the exhibit by the 
Israeli Office of Information, New York City. — A colorful exhibition of 
children's art from the Cooperstown Elementary Schools was shown in the 
rotunda during the months of July and August. The entries were done in 
crayon, tempera, finger paints and with linoleum blocks. 


Rotating Collections of Science Books: A science book pool, shared by 18 
public libraries in Niagara, Orleans and Genesee Counties, was established 
in September. A $3,000 collection of science books, consisting of more 
than 750 volumes, is being rotated among the cooperating libraries. The 
books, purchased with Federal Library Services Act funds, were selected 

by a committee of librarians from the participating libraries. The program 
was initiated on September 24 at a meeting in the Niagara Falls Public Li- 
brary where librarians picked up the first of their rotating collections. 
Each library received a collection of approximately 40 volumes which will 
be passed on to another library for a four-month period and be replaced 

by a different collection. 

The idea was developed after librarians and trustees at area meetings 
during the past year indicated that strengthening their collections of 
science books and keeping up to date in this field were major problems. 
Many libraries on limited budgets could not meet the increasing demands 
for up-to-date scientific information, since these books are costly and 
become outdated quickly. Because libraries in the three-county area had 
indicated a willingness to share their resources and to take cooperative 
steps to solve their problems, the Library Extension Division approved a 
$3,000 grant of federal funds to establish a science book pool for the 
region. Lastspring the libraries selected a name for their cooperative 
endeavor, NIOGA Libraries, an abbreviation for Niagara, Orleans and Genesee 
Associated Libraries. 

The project is designed to reinforce book collections of small rural 
libraries and to bring them into closer working relationships with librar- 
ies in larger communities. Throughout the duration of the project major 
emphasis will be placed on publicizing the resources of the science book 
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collection and promotion of its use in each community. In addition to 
rotating the collection of science books, the libraries in this area are 
also developing a number of other cooperative activities. 


Summer Activities Report: Official registration for the 77th annual ALA 
conference in San Francisco, July 13-19, was 4,400. Emerson Greenaway, 
director of the Free Library of Philadelphia, was inaugurated as president 
and Benjamin E. Powell, librarian of Duke University, Durham, N.C., was 
installed as vice president and president-elect. Helen A. Ridgway, chief, 
Bureau of Library Services, Connecticut State Dept. of Education, Hartford, 
has been elected second vice president. — Recipients of the second ALA 
Liberty and Justice Book Awards of $5,000 each were George S. Counts for 
The challenge of Soviet education; Herbert Feis for Churchill, Roosevelt, 
Stalin; Len Giovannitti for The prisoners of Combine D. 

Fifty-one librarians from Connecticut, Maryland, New York and Vermont 
participated in the Institute on Centralized and Cooperative Technical 
Processes, August 5-6, at the State University College for Teachers, Albany, 
cosponsor with the Library Extension Division. Robert S. Burgess, Depart- 
ment of Librarianship, was chairman. Included in the program were papers 
by Catherine L. Whitehorn, based on her Baltimore, Md. experience; by Eleanor 
C. Harris, director, Livingston County Library; and Dr. Charles M. Armstrong, 
Division of Research, State Education Department. R.V.H. Scofield of the 
Alanar Book Processing Corporation spoke about services commercially avail- 
able for processed and cataloged books. Separate groups discussed school, 
public and college processing problems. 

Sixteen states were represented at the Institute on State and Regional 
Library Development at Columbia University, August 11-15. Attendance in- 
cluding leaders totaled 35. Dean Robert D. Leigh of the Columbia School 
of Library Service was chairman and vice chairmen were: Harold Hacker, 
John Lorenz, Helen Ridgway and Carma R. Zimmerman. The group analyzed 
various state programs now in progress and examined the uses of both fed- 
eral and state financial aid. Discussion centered on specific operating 
problems and difficulties of library "systems" and the relation of existing 
programs to public library standards and objectives. 

The Workshop for Institution Librarians held at St. Lawrence University, 
Canton, July 20-25,was attended by 33, mainly from New York State institu- 
tions and departments of Correction, Mental Hygiene and Social Welfare. 

A Cooperative Institution Library Project to centralize services was dis- 
cussed and outlined for future action, Medical and School of Nursing li- 
brary materials and services were studied, a field trip to the Regional 
Library Service Center at Watertown was made, and a session on communica- 
tions followed showing of the film "Production 5118." 

As chairman of the Committee on Institution Libraries and member of the 
Board of Directors, Marion H. Vedder attended the annual Congress of Cor- 
rection of the American Correctional Association in Detroit, September 7-12, 
its theme: "Correction—Every Citizen's Concern." Dr. Maurice Floch, 
Detroit House of Correction, addressed the library-oriented meeting.

She was a graduate 
of Holland Patent Academy, old Albany Normal School and Fairfield Sem- 
inary. She taught school 36 years before accepting the library post.

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NYLA HIGHLIGHTS 


There'll be something for everyone when NYLA meets in Rochester, 
October 15-18. The chief problem will be to decide which meetings to 
attend. Here are some teasers to help you plan your schedule: 

The first program on Wednesday will be a film showing from 12:30 to 
1:30 p.m. in the auditorium of the Rochester Public Library just one 
block from headquarters in the Manger Hotel. Also at the Library will be 
the first general session at 8:30 Wednesday evening, and members will be 
guests of the exhibitors and the Friends of the Rochester Public Library 
at a reception afterward. Elizabeth Janeway, author of The Walsh girls, 
will be the banquet speaker Friday evening. 

The Children's and Young People's Section meeting on Wednesday after- 
noon will go behind the scenes in children's book publishing with Margaret 
McElderry, juvenile editor, Harcourt, Brace and Company. Workshops on 
Thursday and Friday afternoons will be concerned with introducing young 
people's and children's books. The section joins with school librarians 
for a luncheon on Saturday. 

School library clinics will be held in the Rochester Public Library 
on Thursday morning with topics ranging from book talks and displays to 
library instruction and cooperative services. On Friday afternoon the 
School Libraries Section will discuss research in the school library and 
hear a play review. As an NYLA first, there will be a luncheon for school 
library supervisors Wednesday noon. 

Combating the librarian shortage through training and use of library 
technicians and trainees will be the topic of the Personnel Administration 
Committee meeting on Thursday morning.

With systems of libraries very much 
in the limelight, the Cooperative Library Development Committee and the 
Library Trustees Foundation are providing a bus tour of a library system 
in action on Thursday afternoon. Friday morning there will be a progress 
report on system planning in the State. Gordon A. Howe, chairman, Monroe 
County Board of Supervisors, will speak at the trustees luncheon Thursday 
on "Better Local Government in New York State through Cooperation." Pub- 
lic librarians will also be interested in the Friday afternoon program on 
a Friends of the Library group in action. 

The Institutional Library Work Committee has arranged a tour of the 
Psychiatric Pavilion at Strong Memorial Hospital for Wednesday morning. 

In the afternoon the group will hear about the psychiatric treatment pro- 
gram from two members of the hospital staff. On Thursday morning, Al 
Sisson, Rochester Radio Mainstreeter, will speak, and on Friday morning 
there will be a roundtable discussion of institution library problems.
